This tea, for tlie Convenience 
of porterage on camels, Is made up 
In the form of hard, solid, bricklike 
lumps, which are supposed to consist 
Of the stems and leaves of oUr ordinary 
tea plant. But In the majority of cases 
brick tea is merely the offseoflrings of 
the tea plantation, together with dust 
and adulteration of endless other 
plants. There is little of the crisp, 
curly tea leaves to be found in these 
lumps. 

When tea 'is to be made, pieces are 
chipped off the bricks ati<j immersed 
in boiling water. The result is a dark, 
strong flavored liquid, with harsh, un¬ 
pleasant taste. One merit alone it pos¬ 
sesses—it is undoubtedly stimulating. 
The flavor of the tea is not Improved 
either to ouf taste by the additions to 
It which the Tartar favors, instead 
of cream and. sugar, mutton fat ftMd 
salt are usually considered the correct 
things to add, and it can readily he J 
Imagined that the beverage thus pro- \ 
duced does not present any particular 
attraction to Englishmen. — Good ,

He Cashes Pay Checks. 

New York pays its employees by 
check, and each pay day sees a great 
many men with their whole month’s 
salary in their hand, but no money. 
Various bankers whose places of busi¬ 
ness are near the city hall are willing 
to cash the city’s checks, but they 
charge a commission, usually 10 cents 
on each $100. 

The proprietor of a saloon near the 
city hall is willing to cash the checks 
without charging a commission, and on 
pay days his establishment is jammed 
with officials. He makes his profit on 
the increased sale of liquids at his bar, 
for no man after having his check cash¬ 
ed leaves the place without buying a 
drink. The proprietor of the estab¬ 
lishment provides against the city pay 
day by drawing $25,000 from the bank 
and hiring a man to take entire charge 
of the check cashing business. Fre¬ 
quently the entire $25,000 is exchanged 
for checks. When this happens, the 
! proprietor sends for more money. No 
city employee asks to have his pay 
check cashed and is not accommodat¬ 
ed, and the extra pay day sales at the 
bar are a considerable feature of the 
year’s trade.—New York Sun.

CHARGING AIR TANKS BY MACHINERY. 

• and have the initial pressure 200 
pounds, but in practice I found it bet¬ 
ter to have more air space and lower 
pressure, so I added another tank. The 
i. two tanks are connected together by 
- one-quarter inch gaspipe and shut off 
valve. Bach tank has a steam gauge 
to show at all times the amount of 
pressure inside it. One tank has a hose 
’ connection with common Union cou¬ 
pling to attach it to air compressor. 
The other tank has a large pipe con- 
< neeted at bottom. This pipe turns up 
behind the tank and terminates with a 
large valve—refilling, valve. Near the 
turn of the large pipe is a tee connec¬ 
tion having attached two lines of hose, 
as shown in the picture. Of course 
more lines can be connected if thought 
best. The energy is stored before com¬ 
mencing work, so the number of noz¬ 
zles used has no bearing on the quality 
of the work done. 

The carts are very simple affairs, 
homemade; two thills with three cross¬ 
pieces all bolted together, with the 
tanks strap bolted to crosspieces. Tlio 
first picture shows how the engine and 
air pump are mounted on a heavy one 
horse wagon so as to be easily moved 
to any point where it is most conven¬ 
ient to water to fill spray tank. Opera¬ 
tion is as follows: One cart is backed 
up to the compressor, as shown In first 
picture. The hose - is connected (about 
ten seconds’ work) and engine started. 
The operator then takes a large wood¬ 
en pail or tub with a short piece of pipe 
In bottom that fits the refilling valve, 
opens a little relief valve at top of 
spray tank and pours the mixture in. 
By the time the operator gets the mix¬ 
ture tank full the engine has got up a 
pressure of 125 pounds in the air tank 
and Is ready to begin operations. 

The machine is now ready for use, Is 
disconnected from the compressor and ' 
driven to orchard. When ready to 
throw spray, the valve in small pipe 1 
| connecting air to mixture tank is open- < 
ed a little. In two or three seconds the , 
gauge on mixture tank will show 50 or , 
CO pounds pressure. This is about the * 
right pressure to throw a dense fog of I 
spray. As long as nozzles are in use t 
thd little valve Is left open slightly so 
that the pressure In the spray tank Is 
constant at 50 or GO pounds. If the 
nozzles are Shut off for a minute or two c 
or longer, It is closed so pressure will c 
not go too high, '

I Anybody can pack a trunk in a way, 
but to pack one properly is another 
thing.
